September 14tli the head of u young 
woman encased in a wire netting was 
found floating in the water near .Sausal- 
ito. At iirat it was thought that mcdi> 
cal students after dissecting the body 
had thrown the head into the water. 
Today, however, the head was identified 
as that of Miss Addie Gilmore, u milli- 
ner of Colusn. 


Miss Oilinore was in partnership with 


a Mies Allen who keeps a store in 
Colusa, and three weeks ago flue etiiuc 
to San Francisco to work in F. Toplitx' 
millinery store Lo learn styles. She left 
a week and a half ago and it was sup- 
posed that she had returned to Colusa 
until her partner caniu here and re- 
porled her missing. While in this citv 
Mies Gilmore lived at the Elmer House 
on Bush street. 
The proprietor of the 


house said Miss Uilmore It-It about two 
weeks ago and had not returned. There 
is 110 record here ol her death or burial 
and if the huad found in the water is 
Miss Gilmore's she lias certainly been 
murdered. 


The iwlictt ol Marin county and San 


Francisco are working on the case.

icss. He testified he was called to at- 
cnd Mrs. Griusen about 6.30 o'clock last 
Junday morning. He found her snffer- 
ng from what lie concluded to be opium 
lOisoning. A vial containing a portion 
if sulphate of morphine was found near 
icr among some of her effects. 
The 


doctor ut once administered suitable 
intidotes and sent for Dr. A. J. Pedlar 
o assist him. lie remained with the 
sufferer for a number of hours when he 
eft for a time returning at 
(> p.m. and 


staying several hours, Dr. Pcillar being 
there n, portion of the time. The wit- 
less saw her again Monday morning 
caving her finally about noon. At 4 
o'clock in the afternoon lie heard of her 
death. 


The doctor added that the woman 


icver spoke after he saw her. While 
ie was not positive that she had taken 
norphine, the symptoms of opium poi- 
soning wero very well marked. There 
were perhaps six grains left in the vial 
that was found. One grain would kill 
nany persons, though some people can 
take sixty grains per day. The witness 
saw nothing to indicate 
that Mrs. 


jricsen used the drug as a habit, 
.hough he judged from the length of 
imc- she survived ita effects that she 
md. 


O. P. Kieldsen, a blacksmith living in 


this city, testified that he knew Mrs. 
Griescii. She was a midwife in the old 
iountry (Denmark), and also pursued 
ler vocation here. While staying at 
iis house upon one occasion he bought 
Urs. Griesen some morphine, she stat- 
ng that she wanted it to rub on a sore. 
She came to this country expecting to 
ind her children in good circumstances, 
)iit was disappointed. Witness did not 
EUOW whether Mrs. Griesen ever took 
the drug internally. * 


Jl. Hanson, the next witness, stated 


.hat Mrs. Griesen was his wife's mother. 


norphine internally. She did not seem 
more downhearted here thairin the old 
country, and had no trouble aince coin- 
ng here. He did not believe she took 
,hc drug with the intention of killing 
herself, but might have taken an over- 
lose to relieve the pain in her leg. She 
nod been suffering more of late than she 
had for some time. Mr. Hansen did 
not knowanything about her usiiijr mor- 
phine. 


Christina Hanson, wife of the fore- 


going witness and daughter of Mrs. 
Griesen, said her mother had \»>Gn suf- 
fering from a sore leg for three years, 
but never knew her to take medicine for 
it, and did not think she committed 
suicide. She did not know how much 
money her mother brought with her 
from the old country, but she always 
had enough to buy what she needed. 


This closed the inquiry, and the jury 


after brief deliberation brought in a 
verdict of death from an accidental over- 
dose of morphine.

were yet to be heard ; the passage of the

A Correspondent Offers a Few Sug- 


gestions. 


KniToit liEi'L'itucAx.—It was with the 


greatest pleasure that I read your ar- 
ticle in the Sunday issue under the cap- 
tion , of "Petty Offenders." 
His preg- 


nant with real patriotism, as the sug- 
gestions therein, if carried out, would be 
productive of great good to this commu- 
nity—to tho vagrants 
and ciminals 


themselves, as well as to the taxpayers. 


The theory under which offenders are 


incarcerated* is to reform as well as to 
punish; therefore, 
wv suppose, (he 


culprits are dealt with eo leniently, being 
so very well fed and allowed so many 
privileges: but is it not a great mistake? 
Are they reformed by tills " humane 
treatment? Results sliow us, as you 
point, out, quite the reverse. 


Were they worked as Supervisor 


Suyro wisely suggests, wo think that 
some reformation might be really ac- 
complished, as this class of ctiminals 
would thus be given lessons in industry 
aa well as sobriety and cleanliness, idle- 
ness being at a discount ainongthem in- 
stead of at a premium. 


By Mr. Sayre's plan these petty crim- 


inals ought "to be turned to ii'beuellt 
(tinnnciaTly) to the county to the same 
extent as they now are a cost, l>eii.g 
easily ab'e to" each earn 70 cents per 
day; thus tliu comity would save the 
present expense of 35 cents per (lay pur 
man, or $1050 per month; and, instead, 
gain that much, which means a differ- 
ence of over $24,000, per annum.

• Tho building is lo b» about 280 long 
by about 100 feel wide. At one end it 
will be surmounted by a lower 115 feet 
high; at tin; oilier end by u similar tow- 
er, but of I'.'KS K!;:I> iindhi-ight. 


A striking feature will be tho sides In- 


low tho cornice, which slope to Iho 
ground with a mrvo at an angle of about 
4ii degrees. In the sloping sides aro to litt 
sot huge oval windows 12 feet long and 
mado to conform to the lines of tho sides 
of tho wall. The roof will bo a liugn 
palile extending the entire length of tho 
building and terminating in another 
jjable at right angles, in which aro 
placed mmienso stained glass windows, 
ono of which will be 50 feet long and HO 
feet wide.

Not a foot of lumber or wood in any 


shapu is to be used in tliu building. Tins 
materials will In-iron, slecl, ulu.uinium, 
brass, bronze, platinum, silver, concrete, 
ccmont mid stone. And tho only stone 
nse;l will bo sculptured marble in the 
stairways and the main frieze, and onyx 
ind decorative marble in the bathrooms, 
:ho stairs and a few other places. Then 
he foundations will be of steel iftjfcl con- 
•rote. The floors will bo of concrete, 
jrass and aluminium, tho walls of steel, 


d tho roof of steel, brass and copper. 


The inside walls will be some of oxidized 
shoot iron, some brass, covered with a 
preparation that protects tho burnish of 
:he metal; some copper, some nickel and 
eo on to correspond with tho decorations 
of tho room. 


The.ceilings will be arched and re- 


lieved here and there with great brass 
medallions. The partition walla will bo 
composed of metal grilles extending 
from floor to ceiling, arranged in vari- 
ous designs, forming -a vast nejwork 
through which tho visitor can sea from 
tho grand stairway at one end to-tho 


t ballroom nt the opposite end. Rich 


tapestries will ordinarily cover the metal 
grilles and divide tho interior into 14 
[tpartments, eight of which will bo cham- 
bers and consist each of n finite of four 
rooms—a sleeping room, dressing room, 
bathroom and study.

All tho heating, lighting, ventilation 


and cooking will bo done by_ electricity. 
Tho servants* quarters, tho kitchen, tho 
machinery and the laundry will nil bo in 
tho basement. The waterwheel and dy- 
namos will !>e located at tho foot of tho 
hill a considorablo distance from the 
building. The sole entrance to tho base- 
ment from without will 1« at the foot of 
tho hill through a tnnnel, so that no ono 
from within or about tlio house will seo 
the approach or entrant** of snrrant, gro- 
cer, butcher or delivery wagon of am 
kind. 


Tho structure itself will be surround- 


ed by n broad walk, and outside of tho 
walk will bo an artificial lako surround 
ing the building and forming a moat to 
be crossed by a movable drawbridge 
thus jplacing tho house practically upon 
an island.
